Upon reviewing the disclosure of the cited references together with the amendment to 

claim 17 and applicants' remarks it was found that the primary reference to Qiao et al 

Patent 6,815,078 does not disclose the piperazine represented by the formula I, - 

wherein said piperazine has functional groups and a linkage group L'. 

There is no motivation to combine the teachings of Qiao'078 and Lazzari et al Patent 

6,642,383 since Lazzari discloses a different oxo-piperazine compound. The oxo- 

piperazine compound is not readable in Qiao invention. 

The nonstatutory double patenting rejection of claims 17-24 and 26 as being 

unpatentable over claims 1-23 of U.S. Patent 6,815,078 in view of Lazzari et al Patent 

6,642,383 is withdrawn in view of the discussion above. 

Meanwhile ( a new search has been made. 

New reference to Abou-Gharbia et al Patent 4,988,814 discloses a functionalized 
piperazine compound, however, the functional groups are different than in the formula I 
in the present claims.
